DR. PETER (C. COWAN. 


Dr. Peter Chalmers Cowan, whose death, 
at, the age of seventy-one yeas, took place 
last Saturday at “ Glendaragh ” Cottage, 
Fleet, Hampshire, was well known in Dublin, 
and. indeed, throughout Ireland. A native 
of Scotland, he came to Ireiand early in hie, 

Frem the High School at Dundee he went 
to Edinburgh University, where he was a 
pupil of Professor Fleeming Jenkin. He 
won the Baxter Engineering Scholarship in 
1878, and medals for engineering, natural 
philosophy,,and surveying, and after serving 
for a yeatas assistant to the professor, 
gained the Vans Dunlop Engineering Scholar- 
ship and the Miller prize. He went to 
America in 1882, and was employed on the 
New York, West Shore, and Buffalo Rail- 
way, and later on the Canadian Pacific Rail- 


way. 

In 1886 he was appointed County Surveyor 
of South Mayo, and in 1888-9 was consulting 
engineer to the piers and roads committee, 
He built the Achill viaduct and swing bridge, 
and was consulting engineer for the Moy 
Bridge. In 1889 he became County Sur- 
veyor of County Down, and in 1899 chief 
engineering inspector of the Irish Local Go- 
vernment Board, and was afterwards, from 
1919, technical adviser to the Board and 
Chairman of the Housing Committee. Dr. 
Cowan served on the Council of the Insti- 
tution of Civil! En@ineers and on the En- 
gineering Committee of the Road Board, and 
was an honorary member of several pro- 
fessional] institutions. 

In January, 1918, Dr. Cowan made a 
report te the Local Government Board on 
the housing conditions in Dublin which was 
regarded as a very valuable contribution to 
a question which then, as now, engaged the 
attention of the authorities. Shortly after 
the change of Government Dr, Cowan retired 
on pension. and went, with his family, to 
reside in England.

MC ushrooms. 

The mushroom season is heginning 
(writes a correspondent), bvt I do not 
think the crop this year will be as plenti- 
ful as usual. The weather should he 
sultry during the end of July and the 
first week in August to heat the soil so 
that the dew and rain at night may force 
the myéelium of the mushroom into 
activity. In the Saggart district very 
goed specimens are usually to be found ; 
but the land in County Dublin is, indeed. 
generally favourable to the growth of 
mushrooms. He who would gather them, 
however, must be in the fields before the 
dawn; to arrive at a later hour means 
disappointment. Country folks say that 
the places where sheep graze produce the 
best mushrooms, but, as a general rule, 
any land rich in decaying organic matter 
forms a favourable forcing-ground. The 
common mushroom (Agaricus Campestris) 
may easily be recognised by the shell-pink 
lining under its white hood. There are 
other edible varieties, but the inex- 
perienced had better leave them alone. 
No mushrooms seem ‘quite so palatable as 
those we have gathered ourselves, and the 
delectable breakfast-dish provided by an 
early morning expedition is well worth the 
inconvenience of rising in the dark. 


Beil ‘Gents. 


When one lives in a bell tent for some 
weeks, one will find ample time in which 
to admire the workmanship that has pro- 
duced it. From the outside a snowy bell 
tent set on an emerald sward beside a 
sapphire sea presents a very attractive 
picture, and the occupants soon grow 
accustomed to the chorus of admiration 
when people pass that way. 

Only from the inside, however, does one 
really see it for what it is—a work of art. 
From the strongly reinforced tip, with its 
canvas strappings, and the circle of rope 
into which the pole fits so snugly, to the 
circular base, with its small, independent 
pegs and ropes, a bell tent is a structure 
of great beauty of line. 

Its eighteen breadths of waterproof 
canvas all narrow to exactly the same 
width at the top—or widen at the bottom 
—and are joined by seams that defy the 
wettest weather. The six oval air-holes 
at the top are guarded by outside flaps, 
so that air, but not rain, may get in. 

The opening can be laced up in such a 
way that when this is done at night one

Belgian Language Difficulties. 


Your paragrapns on the language 
yp in Belgium (writes a correspon- 
ent) remind me that the attitude of both 
Flemings and Walloons is, exceedingly 
bitter. Each side ridicules and lampoons 
the other, so that the struggle for 
supremacy has taken on personal and 
political shades and has even been brought 
into social intercourse. Matters were not 
improved by the turn of events during the 
German occupation of Belgium, when the 
Flemings used their influence to have the 
University of Ghent made a Flemish 
institution. 

Both races have Leagues and other 
organisations for propagandist and 
political purposes, and the processions in 
honour of the Flemish novelist, Henri 
Conscience, look to an outsider very much 
like provocative displays in which the 
superiority of the Fleming is flaunted 
through the streets of Antwerp. In 
the streets of Liége it is the turn of the 
Walloon to become provocative, and he 
certainly makes full use of his advantage 
there. I have seen the instructions in 
Flemish on official publications completely 
obliterated -by thick red lines, and super- 
imposed on these. was a large red figure 
of the ‘Walloon Cock ” crowing his 
lustiest. Beneath all this, again in red 
ink heavily underscored, was the informa- 
tion that, while many thousands of 
Flemings spoke French, ‘‘no Walloon 
spoke Flemish.’’ The Walloon League 
seemed to! glory in this form of provoca- 
tion, and the fact that there are religious, 
political and social distinctions between 
the races serves to exacerbate the more 
conscious members of both. 


Lotteries. Lá 


_ Lotteries in England, the first of which 
is recorded as having taken place in 
1569, were legal in that country for many 
years. In the beginning they seem to 
have been perfectly honourable under- 
takings, but in the course of time they 
gradually fell into the hands of disreput- 
able people, so that legislation became 
necessary to prevent subscribers being 
swindled. . In the reign of William ITI. an 
Act was passed suppressing lotteries as 
public nuisances, but permission to 
organise sweepstakes could still be ob- 
tained “ under colour of patents or grants 
under the Great Seal.” The first Lrish 
State lottery was drawn at the Opera 
House, Capel street, on the 24th June, 
1782. It was argued at the time by 
opponents of the scheme that it gave 
direct encouragement to the gambling 
craze, which was rampant in all classes 
of Dublin society. The example of the 
notorious Daly’s Club, in College Green, 
where the shutters were often drawn dur- 
ing the day so that Buck Whaley and 
his friends might play by candlelight, was 
cited in support of this views On the 
other hand, it was contended that, on 
grounds of expediency, since so much 
money was being squandered, it might as 
well be devoted to some useful purpose, 


Harland & Wolff's New Chief. 


Mr. F. E. Rebbeck, J.P., the new 
Chairman of Messrs. Harland and Wolff, 
Ltd., the well-known Belfast shipbuild- 
ing firm, has been a managing director of 
the firm for a number of years, and his

Mr. Rebbeck has been in supreme control 
of the engineering side of the firm’s activi- 
ties at Belfast: He is a native of Wilt- 
shire, and came to Belfast about thirty 
years ago, first to a local engineering firm 
and later: to the drawing office of 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff. During the 
war period he had charge of Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff's activities at the Glas- 
gow works, and upon the death of Mr. 
George Cuming, eleven years ago, he re- 
turned to Belfast as head of the firm’s 
engineering department. Mr. Rebbeck is 
a convinced believer in the utility and 
economy of the motor ship. He was 
largely responsible for the design and con- 
struction of the motor engines of the 
White Star liner Britannic, the largest 
British motor vessel (27,000 tons), and re- 
cently declared that one ton of cargo could 
be carried one mile in that ship by as 
much oil as could be held in a woman’s 
thimble. Messrs. Harland and Wolff, 
Ltd., have specialised in the construction 
of motor vessels, and the majority of the 
recent vessels launched by the firm will 
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have this form of propulsion.

A FOUR HOURS' FLIGHT.

From OUR SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Tuesday. 

That Englishmen coming to Ireland to 
transact business can save twelve hours of 
valuable time by flying across the Channel is 
the confirmed opinion of Mr. John Leeming, 
of Messrs. Leeming Brothers, Manchester, 
who arrived in an aeroplane at Ballincollig 
Aerodrome, Co. Cork, this afternoon on 4 
visit to Messrs. Ford’s Cork Factory. 

Mt took Mr. Leeming exactly four h 
and ten minutes to complete the journ 
from Manchester, and this would have been 
cut down considerably but for fact that 
he was held up at Baldonnel Aerodrome until 
a Customs officer was brought out from 
Dublin to examine Mr. Leeming’s papers be- 
fore he could proceed on the journey to 
Ballincollig Aerodrome. 


GREAT PROSPECTS. 

Mr. Leeming told me to-night at the Im- 
perial Hotel, Cork, that there are great 
prospects for this business ding to Ireland, 
and he foresees in the near future the large 
use of small aeroplanes for business journeys 
between the two countries. He flew a Moth 
machine, and was full of praise for the 
general layout of Baldonnel Aerodrome. 

He told me that he found no difficulty in 
locating it and making a perfectly safe land- 
ing. He found the Free State officers very 
courteous. 


THE CUSTOMS EXAMINATIONS, 

Mr, Leeming spoke of the necessity oí. hav- 
ing a Customs officer resident at donne] 
Aerodrome to examine airmen’s papers on 
landing. 

‘Before leaving Manchester this morning, ' 
he said, ‘‘I wired Baldonnel of my departure, 
asking that a Customs official should be there 
on my arrival. When I landed I asked for 
the Customs man, but was told that he had 
not come out from Dublin yet; so I had to 
wait for over two hours until he was taken 
from Dublin by car. I would have made 
what might be considered a remarkably short 
crossing if he had been at the aerodrome.” 

BALLINCOLLIG AERODROME, 

“With the development of flying to Ire- 
land, which is bound to come, I think that 
arrangements might be made to have a 
Customs officer stationed at Baldonnel. The 
Cystoms officer who inspected my papers. cer- 
tainly was obliging in every respect, and 
do not blame him for preventing me from 
having my lunch in Cork City, as I had 
intended to do.”’ 

I told Mr. Leeming of the German project 
for the establishment of an air base at Ballin- 
collig aerodrome, and asked him what he 
thought of the landing ground there. 

‘“‘As for myself,” a said, “I made a 
splendid landing in my little Moth ’plane, 
and have every belief that Ballincollig 
could be made into a very fine aerodrome. 
You have over a mile of perfectly flat ground, 
and I believe that any type of ‘plane could 
land there with safety in any weather. 
Another advantage is that Ballincollig is 
so near Cork. Its proximity to the city will 

lay a great part in the development such as 
is proposed.’’ 

Mr. Leeming, who will return to Man- 
chester in a day or two, is Chairman of 
Northern Air Lines, with headquarters in 
Manchester, and one of the pioneers of civil 
aviation in England. He intends to fly across 
to Cork when on business in the future, as he 
says that he tires of the long sea and train 
journey, and the loss of time.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sir,—The report in your columns yester- 
day of an interview which a representative 
of the /rish Times had on Saturday last 
with Mr. Heron, General Secretary of the 
Civil Servants’ Clerical Association and 
Honorary Secretary to the Cost of Living 
Bonus Joint Committee, contains the follow- 
ing paragraph :—‘‘ Civil servants,’ said Mr. 
Heron, “are always keenly interested in the 
movement of the cost of living index figure. 
They are delighted when it was believed to 
be going ub; and disappointed when it 
appeared to be going down. If the cost of 
living actually was reflected by that figure, 
this movement should make no difference to 
them, but, in point of fact, it made a very 
material difference” ‘This statement appears 
to convey an inaccurate impression, and one 
which, if not corrected, might be injurious 
to the Service. 

li the cost of living “actually was re- 
flected” by the index figure, no civil servant 
could gain by any upward movement. He 
could only do so if the figure more than 
represented the real increased cost, and this 
is not suggested. It is hard to understand, 
therefore, why civil servants should be 
‘‘ delighted’? when the figure is believed to 
be going up. and “disappointed ” when it 
appears to move in the opposite direction. 
As a matter of fact, however, for all civil 
servants whose basic salary is over £91 5s. 
per annum, and whose rate of bonus is, 
accordingly, reduced on the excess over that 
sum, any increase in the cost of living figure, 
so long as it correctly represents the actual 
cost, involves a real loss. An example will 
make this clear. 

A man whose basic salary is £200 per 
annum when the cost of living index figure 
is (as at present) 80, should, in order to be 
laced in the same position as before the 

ar, receive a bonus of £160. He actually 
receives a bonus of £113 odd, and thus suffers 
a relative loss of, approximately, £47. lf 
the index figure rises to 90, his bonus should 
increase to £180, but it only increases to 
£127, and his relative loss is It can be 
shown that, although his. emoluments are 
nominally £14 more than before, the quantit 
of food, clothing and other things which his 
moncy will now procure is actually less. -— In 
the case of t'» more highly-paid officials the 
loss is, of course, greater. Conversely, every 
civil servant who is remenerated partly by 
bonus and whose basic salary is more than 
£91 5s. per annum stands to gain by any 
fall in the index figure, and the higher his 
salary the more he will gain.

FORTUNE FOR FIANCEE WHILE 
A SPINSTER. 

A bachelor barrister, who died at the age 
of 84, and whose will was published yester- 
day, left the bulk of his fortune of £49,160 
(net personalty £13,108) in trust to his 
fiancée, “so long as she shall remain a 
spinster.”’ 

He was Mr. George Jobson Marples, of 
Thornbridge Hall, Bakewell, Derbyshire, and 
of the Inner Temple. His death occurred on 
Christmas Eve shortly after an announce- 
ment that he whs to be married to Miss 
Dorothy Ethel Green. After bequests 
amounting to £800, the residue of the estate 
is bequeathed to her. 

Another condition, in addition to the one 
mentioned, is that Miss Green, within a yeap 
from becoming entitled to the property, shall 
take and assume the surname and arms, 
badge and motto of the family of Marples. 
Subject to Miss Green’s interest, the pro- 

erty was left to David Alexander Newton 
Gardner (son of* Percy John Gardner, ‘‘now 
serving as a Civil Servant in West Africa ’’) 
and his first and other sons in tail male. 

The condition concerning the surname and 
arms, badge, and motto of the family is to 
apply in all respects to every male tenant 
for life, or in tail within one year after he 
shall attain to the age of 21. 

The testator stated :— 

“I purposely refrain from making any 
bequests to so-called charitable institutions, 
as my family (in which I venture to include 
myseit) have in the past given such very 
handsome donations to charitiees. ' 

A friend of the late Mr. Marples told a 
correspondent of the Daily Telegraph that 
there was great surprise when it was known 
that Mr. Marples was going to be married, 
for throughout his long life he expressed 
strong views on bachelordom.

Five 
months ago Captain Durrant, along with Mrs. 
J. Bardsiey, was found unconscious in a flat 
at Highgate. Poth were suffering from the 
efiects of gas poison, and the woman did not 
recover. * Later Captain Drurant was charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Bardsley, the 
prosecution alleging that there had been a 
suicide pact. Durrant, however, said that 
he had no desire to kill himself, and did not 

that Mrs.. Bardsley intended suicide. 
The jury found him not guilty, and he was 
For the last few days he had 
been lodging at Redhill street.

The captain was with the Corinaught Rangers 
from the outbreak of the war. and served in 
France and Mesonotamia, where he lost a leg.

Another woman witness said that she had 
known Captain Durrant for sixteen years. He 
was very unsuccessful in obtaining employ- 
ment, and once or twice said that he was 
“fed up, and would get out of it.” 

Sir Bernard Spilsbury, the Home Office 
pathologist, said that death was due to in- 
halation of coal gas. In his examination of 
the body he found a large area of softening 
cf the brain, .which was of old standing. “I 
thought,” he said, “that it might possibly 
be connected with the injuries which had led 
to the leg amputation.” 

The Coroner— Would 
his mental power? 

Sir Bernard—Yes: it would make him un- 
stable. 

Captain Durran?s brother asked Sir 
Bernard whether the brain ailment might he 
accounted for by a fall in childhood, and Sir 
Bernard replied “ Yes.” 

“ He nad a fall out of a perambulator as 
a baby,” said Mr. Durrant.

There was a sequel to the prank 
in the SWORDS District Court, when Patrick 
Grahan, William Scully and John Madden, 
all of Swords, and Joseph Falloon, of James- 
town. were charged with maliciously injufing 
wires, the property of the Electricity Supply 
Board. Fining each defendant 20s., in 
addition to £2 compensation, District Justice 
Reddin said that the sooner a true sense of 
citizenship was inculcated in County Dublin 
the hetter; if the men before him were con- 
victed of a second offence he would send them 
to prison, 


NEW BELFAST 'BUS DEPOT, 

Smithfield Mill, near the centre of BEL- 
FAST, has been acquired by the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway (Northern 
Counties Committee) for conversion into the 
largest 'bus station in the city. The mill has 
been disused for some time, and all the 
machinery was removed. The big weaving 
shop, 240 feet long by 90 feet wide, will be 
the main garage for ’buses. The mill is built 
on the site of the old Belfast Debitors’ Prison. 
In January, 1902, portion of the mill col- 
lapsed, and on that oecasion fourteen girls 
were killed and many were injured. When 
the linen trade was flourishing about 5 
persons were employed in the mill. 


RAILWAYMEN AND THE ‘BUSES. 

At a meeting of the STRABANE Branch 
of the National Union of Railwaymen on 
Tuesday, Mr. P. Patton presiding, a dis- 
cussion took place regarding merchants in 
town having their goods delivered by road 
transport. The following resolution was 
unanimously adopted :—' That we note with 
regret the number of shopkeepers who are 
aving their supplies delivered by road trans- 
port, and, as employés of the railway, we 
consider this most unfair, as we spend over 
£300 per week in Strabane, whereas motor 
lorry Owners do not spend as many pence in 
the town, We have now decided not to trade 
with any merchant who does not carty his 
goods per rail, such decision to take effect 
as from September 7 next.” A look-out com- 
mittee was appointed to note and report. 


MOTORI?:3 ACCIDENT, 

A collision took place yesterday on the 
Belfast-Armagh road at KILOONEY between 
a Vauxhall private car, in which three mili- 
agg officers were seated, and the trailer of 
a lorry belonging to Mr. John Graham, 
building contractor, Dromore, Co. Down, The 
military car, which was driven by a coporal, 
just missed the lorry, but came into collision 
with the trailer, parts of which were 
embedded in the car. Captain Williams, 
R.E., aged about 35, received shocking in- 
juries to the head, and was how to 
Armagh County Infirmary, where he lies in a 
serious condition.

SOLICITOR’S PROTEST. 


From OuR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
TRALEE, Tuesday. 

Messrs. McLysaght and D. O'Keeffe, 
inspectors, Local Government Departhpent, 
opened the inquiry at the Ashe Memorial 
Hall to-day into the administration of the 
affairs of the Kerry County Council and the 
Kerry County Board of Health and .Public 
Assistance, There was a large gathering in 
the public gallery of the hall. 

Mr. McLysaght, who presided, said that 
they proposed, in the first instance, to hold 
a sworn inquiry Mito the affairs of the Kerry 
County Council, and hold the inquiry into 
the affairs of the Kerry Board of Health at 
the offices of the County Home, Killarney. 
Since the inquiry was called by the County 
Council they expected that the members of 
the County Council would come forward and 
tell them why they called for the inguiry. 

Miss Breen said that the Chairman had 
stated that the inqitiry had been called in 
accordance with the réquest of the County 
Council, or something to that” effect; but 
the inquiry they had got was not in accord- 
ance with the request of the resolution of 
the County Council. The inquiry. as they 
were notified, would be held under Section 72 
of the Local Government Act, and not in 
accordance with the resolution, or request, uí 
the County Council. She had extracts from 
Section 72 headed, ‘‘ Powew to dissolve local 
authoritiés.”’ 

CHAIRMAN INTERVENES. 

Having read the extracts referred to, Miss 
Breen was about to continue speaking, when 
the Chaiman pointed ont that she was Vice- 
Chairman of the Kerry County Council, for 
whom there was a legal representative ap- 
pearing. 

Miss Breen—We have the greatest confi- 
dence in the solicitor we have appointed, and 
if we had not we would not have appointed 
him to represent us. 

Chairman—I cannot hear your statement; 
any statement made must be made through 
rour solicitor. You gave me your name as 
Miss Breen, Vice-Chairman of the Kerry 
County Council, and as such I cannot hear 
you as an individual. 

Miss Breen—As an individual I claim the 
right to speak. I am not speaking for the 
County Council, but ag an individual, which 
every ratepayer has a right to do. 

Chairman—I will hear you on another 
occasion. cuid 

Miss Breen—If we are not going to take 
the régime of the Commissioners, we are 
here to waste the ratepayers’ money and the 
time of the ratepayers and the Council. 

Chairman—That is what we want to pre- 
vent. 

Miss Breen—The whole thing is a farce if 
vou are not going to take in the work of the 
Commissioners, who left us with a deficit of 
£95 000. 

Chairman—I will not hear you any more. 

Miss Breen—I want to have it made clear 
for the public that this whole thing is a 
farce. 

SOLICITOR’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Browne, solicitor, said that he was 
appearing for the Kerry County Council. He 
thought that, in the course of his opening 
remarks, the Chairman. had stated that this 
inquiry was called by the County Council. 

Chairman —Óuite so. 

Mr. Browne—At the very threshold of this 
inquiry, I want to make it perfectly clear to 
the people of this county that this 1s not the 
inquiry called for by the Kerry County 
Council, I want to make that clear beyond 
any doubt whatsoever. The County Council 
On August 2nd passed a resolution, which will 
be put before you, and in that resolution they 
called for an inquiry emphatically into the 
administration of this county by the present 
County Council, by the last County Council, 
by the present Board of Health, by the last 
Board of Health, and by the two Commis-

THE FARMERS’ UNION. 

Certainly the Farmers’ Union has called 
for a full inquiry, and I understand that the 
Board of Health also invite a full inquiry 
from the year 1923, and the whole Press of 
this county has called for a full inquiry 
from 1923 down to the present day, I say 
emphatically that it is the wish of ninety-five 
per cent. of the ratepayers of this county 
that this inquiry should start from 1923. 
That is, without any doubt whatever, the 
wish of the people of this county. What 
I want to make clear is that this inquiry is 
not the inquiry that everybody asked for by 
the people of this county. The inquiry 
that has been asked for has been refused. 
The inquiry the County Council want is an 
inquiry from the year 1923, but apparently 
that is not being given. What I say is this 
--that it is impossible, if this inquiry 
s going to be limited in character, 
to do justice to the present County Council, 
and the present County Board of Health. 
The present County Council only came into 
office in June of 1928, practically just two 
years ago, and the people of this county 
think it absurd that this investigation should 
be limited to that date. 

A PROTEST. 

On behalf of the County Council, if the 
inquiry should be limited to June, 1928, ] 
certainly think it right that I should ente 
with that protest. On behalf of the County 
Council, | ask that this inquiry should start 
from 1925. I say that, when you come to 
investigate ‘what happened during th 
regume of the present Council, and during 
the régime of the present Board of Health, 


officials of the two Boards—if you want, to do 
justice to the members of the Boards—you 
must go back. Otherwise, it will be im 
possible for the people, who represent the 
officials, the county surveyors, and othe 
officials, or for the men who represent the 
Boards, to do justice to them.

could also put that up; Any material evidence 
regarding the past County Council could be 
put up. There was no doubt about that. 

The evidence of Mr. Quinian, County 
Secretary, occupied the hearing up to the 
adjournment. 

Replying to the President as to why the 
agenda was not completed at each meeting, 
and as to whether the members indulged in 
too much talk, the County Secretary replied 
that they: indulged in a great deal of talk, 
indeed.

An Obiect-Lesson. 

In one sense the news from Peshawar 
is satisfactory. - The Afridi raid upon the 
gates of the city has been repulsed and 
telegraphic communications with the outer 
world: have been restored. Peshawar, we 
may believe, is in no danger; for it is well 
fortified, its garrison is strong, and power- 
ful bodies of the British Army and of 
the Royal Air Force are within striking 
distance. Nevertheless, the situation, 
alike in its material and in its moral 
aspects, is disquieting. Although the 
Afridis dwell within the frontiers of 
British India, they xuever have been 
brought, under its administrative contro]. 
They are a turbulent race, and, half a 
dozen times during the last fifty years, 
have been tamed by punitive expeditions ; 
but this latest outbreak has a new 
feature—its extreme audacity. On the 9th 
of August Afridi raiders penetrated the 
Peshawar Mobilisation Supply Dépét, 
burnt a store, and cut communications 
south and east of the city. On the 
following day they entered the canton- 
ments, did some damage, and retreated 
only when they were met with shell-fire. 
These incidents happened after the raiders, 
creéping forward through ravines and 
wooded ground, had been bombed heavily 
by several squadrons of the Royal Air 
Force, Such assurance is a novel and 
rather sinister feature of warfare on the 
North-West Frontier. Moreover, it seems 
that the outbreaks are not confined to 
Afridi tribesmen; for other raids have 
been reported from places nearly one 
hundred miles to the west of Peshawar. 
Orakzai, until now quiescent, have taken 
part in the guerilla fighting; and the 
Afridis are urging the Haji of Turangzai 
to lead the Mohmands against British 
troops. 

Hitherto the Frontier tribes 
been constrained to an uneasy peace by 
the firm hand of the British Raj. Can 
we wonder if these hot-headed men have 

n inspired with congenial hopes by 
recent events in British India? If the 
Raj’s hand, once swift and strong to 
crush revolt among the fiercest tribes, now 
falters in its grip upon the Bengali babu 
and the Madrasi shopkeeper, how 
long will it/hold the North-West Frontier? 
While such hopes are possible unrest will 
increase, and there is definite proof that 
it is being fostered sedulously by Moscow, 
which regards this area as “‘the most 
satisfactory sector on the colonial front.” 
The British and Indian Governments will 
commit a fatal error if they allow the 
Simon Report or Mr. Gandhi’s peace 
negotiations or the Round Table Con- 
ference to distract their attention from 
an instant peril. It is almost certain that, 
if the Afridis or any other raiding tribe 
should defeat British troops, the whole 
Frontier would be in a blaze within 
twenty-four hours. We admit that large- 
scale fighting on Indian soil would concur 
awkwardly with the Indian Peace Con- 
ference; but the fact remains that, if the 
situation at Peshawar should become 
really serious, the British Government, 
at any cost, must restore the Paz 
Britannica by the only means which the 
Frontier tribes respect. In the meanwhile 
this revival of the paramount menace 
to British India—a menace which only 
British soldiers can hold at bay—is an 
ironical comment on the Bengal lawyers’ 
clamour for absolute Home Rule.

The Liberal Party. 


The Liberal Party for soveral years has 
ceased to be ,iberal, and, therefore, in 
obedience t2 an unswerving law of Nature, 
is ceasing to exist.’ From 1906 till the 
formation of the first Coalition Govern- 
ment, during the War, it was supreme in 
Britain; and, if its mistakes were 
multitudinous, at least it mirrored the 
somewhat undefined aspirations of that 
uneasy decade. Clinging to shibboleths 
that were potent in the days of the Corn 
Laws and the Reform Bill, it expressed an 
abstract striving after democracy. Such a 
state of affairs could not continue. The 
Socialists arose in their might, and pre- 
sented Liberal doctrine in terms that were 
intelligible to a people who were war-Wweary 
and esteemed jazz and ‘‘ publicity ” as an 
exposition of progress. Who could doubt 
the issue of so unequal a contest? Almost 
at once the leadership of the left wing 
of British politics had. changed hands, 
and the Liberal. were left, a pathetic 
relic, surviving only in name on the 
legacies of a great past and the more 
concrete, .if temporary, sinews of the 
Lloyd George Fund. It is a tribute to the 
great: men whom it has produced that the 
Liberal Party is: still alive, bus every

At other times the ‘fall of a Cabinet has 
been due to a clear-cut issue on which the 
ensuing campaign has been fought. Now 
so serious is the state ‘of the country 
that the voters are waiting for any 
programme from any source that will 
solve their difficulties. The left wing has 
failed. | While the Socialists have held 
office and have redeemed none of their 
pledges except those that were the most 
pernicious, the Liberals, who have kept 
them in office, have shown every symptom 
of an approaching demise, On the Con- 
servative side affairs are less discouraging. 
Although the tactlessness of the syndi- 
calised® Press has caused as wholly 
unnecessary rift about trifles, the Con- 
servatives have evolved ‘a plan of 
campaign which, when it is put into 
practice, will do much to raise Britain 
from her depression. Reciprocal prefer- 
ecg with the Dominions, if they do not 
solve unemployment, at least will mitigate 
it. We could wish that Mr. Baldwin 
would take his courage in both hands and 
grapple boldly with the question of the 
gold standard, but we must admit that 
caution here is essential. Moreover, the 
old Liberals cannot be expected to swallow 
more than one fiscal pill at a time, and, 
no doubt, festina lente is the wisest motto 
on this point. Imperial development 
is the immediate necessity, and no 
secondary consideration must be allowed 
to bar its progress; The election cannot 
come too quickly; for Britain’s atmo- 
sphere, politically, is like India before 
the breaking of the monsoon. / 


Germany and the Free State. 


The announcement that President von 
Hindenburg has appointed Dr. Georg von 
Dehn as German Minister Plenipotentiary 
and Envoy Extraordinary to the Irish Free 
State will be welcomed as a tribute to the 
personality of the new Minister. Dr. von 
Dehn, who has been German Consul- 
General in Dublin for several years, is a 
man of broad mind and liberal ideas. He 
is popular in the Free State as a sports- 
man, as well as in his official capacity. 
With this appointment the Corps 
Diplomatique in Dublin—for the time 
being, at any rate—is complete. Four 
foreign Powers are now represented diplo- 
matically in the Free State. The Holy 
See, the United States of America, France 
and Germany have exchanged Ministers 
with the Irish Dominion, and nearly every 
nation of importance has its Consul in 
Dublin. None of the other Dominions has 
so many foreign diplomats in its capital ; 
but, now that the Free State has exercised 
its treaty powers to the fullest extent, we 
may ‘expect to hear of diplomatic appoint- 
ments throughout the Empire. By a 
curious anomaly there has been no 
exchange of diplomatic representatives 
between the Free State and Great Britain. 
Since the last Imperial Conference the 
Governor-General has ceased to be a 
political agent. He acts solely as the 
personal representative of the King, and 
all dealings between the Free State Govern- 
ment and Downing street take place 
directly. It is high time that diplomatic 
status should be given to the Free State’s 
High Commissioner in London, and that 
His Majesty’s Government should be 
represented in Dublin by an envoy of 
ministerial rank. While we have no desire 
to cavil at the Free State Government's 
ambition to transact its own diplomatic 
business with foreign Powers, its chief 
concern, after all, is with Great Britain, 
which is represented in Dublin at present 
only by a Trade Commissioner, 


Gardens, 


Mr. Herbert Rumsey, of Sydney, 
describes in a most interesting fashion 
the manner in which Australia was 
transformed from an arid desert into 
a land of lovely gardens. Human 
skill and perseverance have overcome 
natural difficulties, with the result that 
fruit and flowers grow freely in a soil 
that formerly was the despair of culti- 
vators. The gardons of Ireland have an 
enormous advantage over those of other 
countries in the richness of their soil; 
yet Ireland cannot be regarded as a 
gardening country. The farming com- 
munity never has taken kindly to the 
growth of flowers, and, especially in the 
southern counties, farmsteads are unlovely 
things. In this respect rural England, 
and some parts of Northern Ireland, are 
far ahead of the Free State. The villages 
of Southern England are a delight to the 
eye, whereas, with very few exceptions, 
those of the Free State are blots on the 
landscape. Flowers make all the differ- 
ence. The ugliest dwelling may be 
beautified by a rambler rose, but the art 
of gardening seems to have been forgotten, 
if ever it was known, in our land. Yet 
Irish flowers almost invariably win the 
foremost prizes at the principal horti- 
cultural shows in Great Britain. They 
are grown by professional cultivators, who 
make the most of their opportunities, 
while the mass of the people ignores them. 
Thete is something lacking in a country 
that does not cultivate its gardens. The 
hobby of flower-growing suggests an 
element of poise, of—_ 
retired leisure 
That in his garden takes his pleasure. 

People in a hurry do not grow flowers, 
and Ireland for more than a hundred 
years has been in a condition of constant 
excitement.

WORLD’S DEAREST 
STAMP. 


SOUVENIR OF A POSTMASTER’S 
INGENUITY. 
BOSTON (MASSACHUSETTS), 
Tuesday. 

A British Guiana stamp, said to be the 
costliest square inch of paper in the wérid, 
is a feature of the National Philatelic Exhibi- 
tion which opened here yesterday. 

Ths stamp was bought by Mr. Arthur 
Hinds, a manufacturer, of Utica, New York, 
in 1916, for £6,400, but it is now valued at 
a conservative estimate at £8,000. 

The stamp’s history goes back to 1856. 
The postmaster of the fies isolated colony 
found his supply of stamps exhausted. In the 
emergency a local print®r was called in, and, 
with the aid of*a picture of a ship borrowed 
from a local newspaper and a hand-set in- 
scription, the stamp was turned out, A few 
days later the santos supply arrived, and the 
makeshifts were destroyed. 

This particular stamp is believed to be 
the only specimen in existence. Mr. Hinds 
values the stamp at £10,000. :

DATE OF ELECTIONS, —. 

The date on which the elections will be 
held has not been announced yet by the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health, but it must be a day not later than’ 
the 1st October of this year, and it is likely 
that the elections will take place towards 
the end of September and that the new 
Council will begin to function early in the 
following month. i 

The al Government (Dublin) Act pro- 
vides for an enlarged administrative area for 
Dublin City; for the amalgamation of the 
four coastal urban districts into one borough, 
to be called the Borough of Dun Laoghaire; 
for the abolition of rural district councils in 
Dublin County, and for the constitution of a 
Board of Health to act as rural sanitary 
authority for the whole county. The new 
City Coungjl will consist of thirty-five mem- 
bers, of whom thirty will be elected by the 
ordinary local government electors. The 
thirty ordinary members will be elected from 
the five borough electoral areas into which 
the new city has been divided. The five 
further Aire So. to be known as commer- 
cial members, will be elected on a special 
register of commercial electors, and for the 
purpose of this election the city will form 
one électoral area. 

The four. urban districts of Kingstown, 
Blackrock, Dalkey and Killiney are oig 
amalgamated into one urban area, whic 
will remain in the administrative County of 
Dublin and will be called the Borough of 
Dun Laoghaire. The Borough Council of 
Dun Laoghaire will consist of fifteen mem- 
bers, one of whom will be chairman. Elec- 
tions of the members of the Dun Laoghaire 
Council will take place at the same time as 
the city elections, and the borough as a 
whole will form one borough electoral area. 


COUNTY COUNCIL ELECTION. 

A new election of members of Dublin 
County Council will also be held in Sept- 
ember. The Rural District Councils of North 
Dublin, South Dublin, Balrothery, Celbridge 
and Rathdown will cease to exist, and the 
County Council, after election, will elect a 
Board of Health as rural sanitary authority. 
The Poor Law will be administered tem. 
porarily by committees appointed by the 
local authorities for the Unions of Dublin, 
Balrothery and Rathdown, pending new 
legislation on public assistance. 

Apart from the commercial elections, the 
elections to the new City Council will be 
on: the existing register for the city and 
county.

THE DRUMM BATTERY. 

Tests in connection with the Drumm 
battery are being made at every available 
opportunity—sometimes there are as many 
as three in the day. They consist of short 
distance runs on the special coach, and 
scientific observations are carefully re- 
corded. So far the battery has stood up to 
every demand made upon it, and the 
experiments have been successful. + 

Mr. McGilligan, the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, is at present on 
holidays, and it is expected that im- 
mediately on his return the most elaborate 
test will be undertaken. This will mean 
a run of probably 100 miles, with all the 
cells of the battery charged. 


.MORE BANNED BOOKS. 

The Official Gazette announces that Mr. 
Fitzgerald-Kenney, Minister for Justice, 
has, on the advice of the Censorship of 
Publications Board, prohibited the sale 
and distribution in the Free State of all 
editions of the book named “‘ Redheap,’’ 
by Norman Lindsay, and published by 
Faber and Faber, Ltd., London. The 
reason given is that the book “‘ is in its 
general tendency indecent and obscene, 
and should for that reason be prohibited.”’ 

On similar grounds all editions of the 
book, “ Antic Hay,’’ written by Aldous 
Huxley and published by Chatto - and 
Windus, ae —-3 are prohibited, The 
Minister has also issued a sealed order 
prohibiting the sale and distribution in 
the Free State of all editions of the book, 
‘Sex and its Mysteries,’’ written by 
George Ryley Scott, and published by 
John Bayle, Sons and Danielson, Ltd., 
London. The reason given is that “in 
the “opinion of the Board the book 
advocates the unnatural prevention of con- 
ception, and should for that reason be 
prohibited.”’ 


A NEWSPAPER. 

The Minister for Justice has also made 
an Order prohibiting the sale and circula- 
tion in the Free State of the periodical 
publication, The Sporting Times, the pro- 
prietors of which are The Sporting Times 
(1928) Ltd., and the publishers of which 
ave. Odhams Press, Ltd., 96 Jermyn 
street, St. James’s, London, W.1. The 
reason assigned for the Order is that the 
newspaper has ‘‘ devoted an unusually 
large proportion of space to the publication 
of matter relating to crime.”’ 

The date of the above Orders is August 
Sth, 1930. 

By a Sealed Order, dated August 11th, 
1930, the Minister for Justice has revoked 
an Order made by him on June 28th, 1930, 
prohibiting the sale and circulation of 
Reynolds’s Illustrated News in ‘the Irish 
Free State.

General Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien, who, 
as reported yesterday, was seriously in- 
Jured in a motor collision on Monday,. 
ou a country road about three miles from 
Chippenham, died in Chippenha:, . Cottage 
Hospital yesterday. 

Lady Smith-Dorrien was with him at 
“the bedside. He hal not regained con- 
sciousness. Lady Smith-Dorrien and his 


stayed last night at Corsham Court, the 
house of Field-Marshal Lord Methuen, 
who was a great friend of General Sir 
Horace Smith-Dorrien. Corsham Court js 
about four miles from Chippenham.

An inquest was opened on the body of 
Sir Horace yesterday afternoon, and was 
adjourned until August 20th. 

Colonel Rex Hamilton Osborne, on the 
Staff of the Southern Command, who was 
driving the car when the accident hap- 
pened, gave evidence of identification. 

Dr. Ayres said the General!'s right 
temple artery was severed, and there was 
a fracture of the base of the skull. 

Arrangements for the funeral will 
probably be made to-day. 

Sir Horace, who was born in 1858, en- 
tered the Army 54 years ago, and had a 
distinguished career in the service. He 
had served in the Zulu War in 1879, 
Egyptian War, 1882; Nile Expedition,

1884, and the Soudan campaign, 1885. 
He was D.A.A.G., Bengal, 1893 to 1894, 
and A.A.G., Punjab, 1894-1896. In the 
following year he was engaged in the 
Tirah campaign.on the north-west fron- 
tier, India. During the Boer War he 
commanded a brigade, and later a divi- 
sion, and was promoted to Major-General. 
He was Adjutant-General: in India in 
1901 to 1903, and commanded the Quetta 
Division from 1903 to 1907. He was pro- 
moted General in 1912.

DIFFERENCES WITH SIR 
JOHN FRENCH. 

General Smith-Dorrien was one of the 
great leaders of the British Expeditionary 
Force in the European War, and will 
always be remembered for the masterly 
skill of his stand at Le Cateau. He was 
unfortunate enough to become involved 
in differences with his Commander-in- 
Chief, Sir John French (afterwards the 
Earl of Ypres), whose criticisms of him 

were sometimes very outspoken. 

Sir Horace was appointed to the com- 
mand of the 2nd Army Corps on the death 
of General Sir James Grierson, who died 
suddenly im a train while on his way to 
his headquarters; but General French 
wanted Sir Herbert Plumer. 

In his book, “1914” he says: 
é“ Although I knew Sir Horace to be a 
soldier who had done good service and 

ossessed a fine record, I had asked for 
Sir Herbert Plumer, because I felt he was 
the right man for this command.”’ 

The first conflict of opinion between the 
Commander-in-Chief and Smith-Dorrien 
came when, having during the retreat 
reached Le Cateau with his exhausted 
men, Sir Horace came to his famous de- 
cision to “ stand and fight.”’ 

General French’s orders were to con- 
tinue the retreat, and he warned Sir 
Horace that, if he made a stand, he would 
be risking a Sedan. Sir Horace replied 
that before he could retire he must fight, 
and that in order to avoid a disaster a 
hard blow must be dealt the Germans. 

Commenting, in his “ Memories of 
Forty-Eight Years’ Service,” on the 
moments when he had to make his fateful 
decision, General Smith-Dorrien said: 
“ Well do I remember the dead silence in 
the little room at Bertry when I was 
rapidly considering these points, and the 
sigh of relief when, on my asking Allenby 
(Lord Allenby, then Major-General E. H: 
H. Allenby, was in command of the 
cavalry corps) if he would accept orders 
from me, and he replied in the affirmative. 
I remarked: ‘ Very well, gentlemen, we 
will fight.’ ”’ 

In that action Smith-Dorrien had at his 
disposal 50,000 men and 150 guns, and 
was attacked by four German Army Corps 
(200,000 men) and 640 guns. He held u 
this overwhelming force from daybreak 
until the afternoon, and finally made good 
his retreat. 


GENERAL JOFFRE’S MESSAGE. 

General Joffre telegraphed to General 
French thanking him in the warmest 
terms for the “ powerful effect the battle 
had had on the security of the left flank 
of the French Army.’’ 

In the official history General Smith- 
Dorrien’s action is vindicated, and it is 
recorded that his troops had done what 
was thought to be impossible. 

Afterwards General Smith-Dorrien was 
appointed to the command of the Second 


Army, and was at the battle of the Marne, 
on the Aisne, and during the heavy fight- 
ing in Flanders in the early stages of the 
War. 

General French has more than once, in 
“ 1914,” accused Smith-Dorrien of pessi- 
mism, @ wn i which that commander 
strongly denied. It was impossible that 
the coolness between the two Generals 
could continue to exist without further 
difficulties, and General Smith-Dorrien 
has said that, in the spring of 1915, he 
became aware that he ei the Second 
Army could do nothing right, and that it 
was the Army Commander, rather than 
the Army, who had fallen into disfavour. 

He wrote to General French on May Ist, 
1915: ‘‘ My position as Army Commander 
has: become impossible, and I regard my 
remaining in command, with a cloud hang- 
ing over n @ 2ady to burst at any moment, 
as a positi. danger to the cause for which

The following communiqué concerning

Immediate activity on both sides fol- 
lowed the expiration of the ultimatum at 
11 a.m. to-day. .Following a. reconnais- 
ance, “ Red” bombers in small formation 
carried out a series of raids on Upavon, 
Worthy Down and Tangmere. They 
were intercepted by the formations of 
“ Blue” fighters, and many engagements 
took place. 

Manston was simultaneously attacked 
by formations of high and low-flying air- 
craft, and day bombers operating at four 
thousand feet and fighters at one hun- 


dred and fifty feet pressed home attacks |

These attacks were followed by a low- 
flying raid dn Lympne carried out by 
fighters. At. this aerodrome also a 
number of aircraft. were discovered on the 
ground. 

Attacks had been carried out by Blue 
day bombers on the smelting works at 
Birchafh, Newton and Bucknall, upon the 
naval port of Skipsea and upon the 
capital of Red Colony, Cranwell III. 

The umpire staff have not yet assessed 
the results of the aerial fighting and of 
the bombing attacks. 


250 MACHINES ENGAGED.

A heavy offensive has been maintained 
throughout to-day by Blue aircraft against 
a number of important objectives in Red 
Colony. In addition to attacks reported 
in the last communiqué upon Bircham 
Newton, Hucknall, Skipsea and Cranwell, 
the port of Catterick, from which all 
minerals from Red Colony are shipped, 
was heavily attacked by a considerable 
force of heavy bombers. : 

As a result of the long distances in- 
volved for the majority of the Blue forces 
and the consequent late return of the air- 
craft, the umpires have not yet deter- 
mined the damage done. 


CASUALTIES AWARDED. 

The complete results of the attacks by 
Red aircraft on Blue Colony have not been 
fully determined,’ but the following 
casyalties have been awarded. At Manston 
five Blue aircraft were destroyed and eight 
damaged. At Tangmere one aircraft was 
destroyed and one damaged. One Red 
fighter was shot down. 

The weather conditions have been 
uniform in Red and Blue Colony, and 
have been particularly suitable from a 
training .point of view. There has been 
broken cloud at two to three thousand 
feet, with rain showers in various parts 
of the country at intervals. 

Altogether 250 machines will be engaged

CAPE TOWN, Tuesday. 

Gales, rain and snow swept over the 
Union of South Africa to-day, causing 
widespread havoc. A strong south-east 
wind raged through the peninsula for 
twenty-four hours, damaging roofs, 
windows and gardens. 

The mail boat to Cape Town was 
delayed, and the aeroplane carrying the 
air mail to Port Elizabeth was forced to 
come down fifty miles from Cape Town. 

The storm, however, brought relief to 
drought-stricken Namaqualand, where rain 
fell for the first time for five years. 

There were heavy falls of snow in the 
north-west of Cape Province, and traffic 
has been suspended and the mails held up. 


FISHERMEN DROWNED. 

Work on the hArbour at East London is 
at a standstill, and the entrance to Buffalo 
River is impassable. <A fishing boat was 
driven ashore and seven coloured fisher- 
men were drowned. It is feared that 
seven more fishermen were drowned some 
miles from East London. 

Heavy seas at False Bay battered -the 
seaside resorts, damaging fishing boats, 
bathing boxes and the railway line.

Definite plans for the establishment of a 
British-Canadian trans-Atlantic airship 
service, including the possibility of airship 
construction in Canada, have been pre- 
sented to the Dominion Prime Minister, 
Mr.- Bennett, in a complete and detailed 
memorandum by Sir. Dennistoun Burney 
to-day. i 

It is proposed that the Canadian and 
British Governments should advance 
seventy-five per cent. towards the con- 
striction cost of a new type of airship, 
twice the size of the R 100, each Govern- 
ment undertaking contracts for the trans- 
portation of. six tons of mail on a bi- 
weekly service at 5,000 dollars (£1,000) a 
ton, making the postal rates from eight to 
ten cents: per letter. 

FOR (MPERIAL CONFERENCE, 

The plans contemplate the formation of 
a company with a capital of 30,000,000 
dollars (£6,000,000), to be backed by both 
Governments, for the construction of four 
or six airships, 

Mr. Bennett has promised to give the 
memorandum careful consideration and to 
be prepared to discuss the matter with the 
British Government at the coming Im- 
perial Conference, 

Mr. Bennett gave Sir Dennistoun 
Burney a letter to Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
for delivery on the arrival of the airship 
in England. 

Sir Dennistoun stated in an interview 
that he had been assured of sufficient 
capital to finance the proposed airship 
service, provided that the Canadian and 
British Governments assisted along the 
lines proposed.

Thousands of Chinese, with the recent 
outrages fresh in their minds, are fleeing 
panic-stricken from the city. 

Ho Chi-en, the Governor of Hunan, has 
been torturing and executing approxi- 
mately 250 Communist suspects a day, 
and, as a reprisal, the “ Reds” have 
sworn to butcher all persons between the 
ages of fifteen and thirty-five. 

MISSIONARY’S STORY. 
* From Revter’s Corresponpent. 
SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 

The first authentic account of the 
capture of Changsha by the ‘‘ Reds”’ at 
the end of July has been given to Reuter 
by a foreign missionary who was in the 
city at the time. 

‘‘ At a conservative estimate,’’ he said, 
“the ‘Reds’ killed one thousand people, 
half of whom. were soldiers already 
wounded. The people of Changsha are 
row going about with haggard eyes and 
haunted looks, full of fear that the 
' Reds ' may return, for this would mean 
a slaughter ten times greater than before. 

‘“Changsha was not burned entirely. 
At the most a few hundred big buildings 
were seriously damaged and a smaller 
number burned. These were largely 
official buildings, most of which were 


‘-destroyed.’’ 


“The island property,” the missionary 
continued, “on which is the foreign 
settlement, was left intact, thanks to the 
presence of foreign gunboats. Sixty of 
the foreign mission buildings were burned 
and either wholly or partially looted. 
One church, one school and two private 
residences were burned down; one 
orphanage, five churches, eight schools, 
and sixteen private residences were either 
completely looted, badly damaged. or 
demolished, and the buildings which 
were partially demolished were an 
orphanage, two hospitals, seven schools 
and sixteen private residences.’’ 

In addition, most of the purely Chinese 
buildings on the mission premises, such 
as servants’ quarters and outbuildings, 
were destroyed. Presbyterian premises 
sustained most damage. The Norwegian 
mission was the next most serious 
sufferer, while the China Inland Mission 
‘and the. Catholic, Episcopal. and 
Evangelical Missions had also damage 
to report.

LAND VALUATION. 


' MR. SNOWDEN’S BILL. 
i 


In a leading article: The Times of to-day 
remarks.—The nation has now had some 
time to discharge the holiday task set it 
by Mr. Snowden of examining the Land 
Valuation Bill, The measure is pre- 
sumably the first step towards the fulfil- 
ment of Mr. Snowden’s promise to Mr. 
Lloyd George that at all costs an impost 
upon land values will be inserted in the 
next Budget.. The valuation is to be for 
purposes of taxation. Even the character 
of that taxation may be deduced from Mr. 
Snowden’s expression in 1924, that, un- 
deterred by Mr. Lloyd George’s compara- 
tive failure, he intended to tax unearned 
increment on land, and during the present 
Parliament he has re-asserted his intention 
to value land for the purposes of taxation 
or rating, or both. 

Detailed criticism of the proposals may 
well await the publication of the exact 
terms, but, meanwhile, it should be 
remembered that comparative failure, as 
a description of the history of the land 
taxes of 1909, is a phrase justified only in 
the mouth of one very old friend towards 
another. Without counting .the expense to 
which individuals were put in elucidating 
or contesting claims before the Court, the 
system of valuation set up in 1909 cost 
the taxpayers £5,000,000. The taxes pro- 
duced in all £1,329,000. .The only result 
of the increment value duty was practically 
to extinguish speculative house-building 
by threatening to tax builders’ profits, 
and, therefore, the development of land by 
building. The result, in fact, was the 
exact opposite of that anticipated by the 
Select Committee of 1906, whose opinion 
was recently quoted with apparent com- 
amd in a letter from Mr. William 

idgway. 


UNPRODUCTIVE AND VICIOUS. 

The undeveloped land duty was com- 
pletely shattered by a judicial decision in 
1914, and the reversion duty was gravely 
impaired by a similar decision in 1915. 
No considerable tax in the history of this 
country has pfoved so unproductive or so 
vicious in its repercussions. That is the 
verdict subscribed to by Mr. Lloyd 
George’s Government in repealing the tax 
in 1920 upon practical experiments in th; 
taxation of land values; and Mr. Lloyd 
George’s later excuse during the Budget 
debates this year, that his scheme failed 
because of reservations, modifications and 
exceptions, can only mean that it broke 
down because it tried to be just. — 

The form of valuation proposed in the 
present bill is entirely new. Even if they 
were not obsolete, the valuations made 
under the Finance Act of 1909 will be of 
no assistance, and valuations for probate 
or rating will be equally useless. The 
proposed system of valuation is pregnant 
with injustices. For example, the dis- 
tinction between site and cultivation value 
can only be drawn because it is intended 
to levy taxation on the difference. This 
means that market gardeners or allotment 
holders on the outskirts of towns, whose 
land may have some building value, will 
be heavily taxed, even though they may 
be serving rather than impeding satisfac- 
tion of the needs of the public, whereas 
their competitors in more remote districts 
will be exempt. 


COMPLICATED AND UNJUST. 

The British taxpayer is the most loyal 
and patient in the world, but he has 
always thought himself entitled to resist 4 
tax which is both complicated and unjust. 
There is nothing in Mr. Snowden’s bill 
to suggest’ that the land taxes which are 
to be based upon it will escape condemna- 
tion under both these heads.

SIMLA, Tuesday. 
The latest authentic reports of the 


the early collapse of the movement. 

To-day’s report is that the few hundreds 
who reached the plain last week-end have 
had enough of their venture and are seek- 
ing homeward paths through the country 
of their kinsmen in the tribal territory 
known as the ‘‘ Kohat salient.’’ 

The devastating bombing of the 
marauders’ villages by the Royal Air 
Force has proved effective, and the recon- 
naissances of the military forces about 
Peshawar have shown the raiders that the 
British Raj is not yet overthrown. 

The Afridis on this occasion had no 
genuine motive for a general revolt. The 
season before the garnering of their own 
ripening crops is not, from their point 
of. view, suitable for an expedition. Their 
bands came down under the incitements of 
agitators and under the delusion that the 
Congress organisation at Peshawar had 
sufficiently upset Government to make the 
way easy. 


MORE TROOPS FOR PESHAWAR. 

Whether the episode will fizzle out, with 
no great harm done in the Plain, and with 
the Afridis sadder and wiser men, remains 
to be seen. The invaders have achieved 
no such triumph as would have resounded 
like a clarion call among all the wild acres 
of the Frontier. 

Preparations are meanwhile being made 
in India for whatever eventualities may 
arise. Additional troops are being con- 
centrated at Peshawar, so as to bring the 
total forces available there to overwhelm- 
ing strength. The R.A.F. on the frontier 
has also been strengthened. 


TROOP TRAIN ATTACKED, 


PESHAWAR, Tuesday. 

There was little Afridi activity in thé 
neighbourhood of Peshawar last night. 
Some shots were fired at Attock Bridge 
and trains for Peshawar were delayed 
there until the arrival of an atmoured 
train. 

The bridge has frequently been men- 
tioned as the Afridi objective, but any 
serious damage is impossible. The firing 
was directed at troop trains bringing ‘up 
a reinforcing brigade and militia to 
Peshawar, and an armoured train was 
sent to escort the troop trains. 

The railway line is intact. 

Large numbers of Afridjs are believed 
to have returned to their homes last 
night. An armoured car on the Bara 
road, east of Peshawar, was fired at last 
night by a party of Afridis returnmg to 
the hills. 


NQRTHERN TOWNS 
ATTACKED.

ALL SECTIONS OF AFRIDIS 
ENGAGED. 
From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
SIMLA, Tuesday. 

The latest news from Peshawar is that 
the Afridis have withdrawn in consider- 
able numbers, both from the district and 
from Khajuri Plain, towards tribal terri- 
tory. ‘There was, however, considerable 
activity at certain other places. There 
was intermittent sniping at several points 
in the city, but morning found Sorozai 
villages clear of the Afridis, 

The Massozais renewed their attack on 
Badama yesterday. Two militiamen were 
wounded there in ‘desultory fighting, 
which continued for some time. The 
Royal Air Force located the enemy and 
successfully bombed them, wounding 
about twenty Massozais. 

News reached Parachinar yesterday that 
parties of Chamkennis have attacked some 
villages in Manosam and Kurram. They 
have been warned that unless they retire 
forthwith, their villages will be bombed 
and their complete submission demanded. 

Large numbers of Paras were yesterday 
reported to be attacking the village -of 
Chichas. Two villagers were killed at 
Chichas, and the militia lost three killed 
and one wounded. 

There has been some interruption. of 
telegraphic communication between Kohat 
and Peshawar and Peshawar and the 
Punjab, but communication has since been 
restored. 

Judging from the latest reports, it seems 
fhat all sections of the Afridis are m- 
volved in the present trouble. 


OVER SIX THOUSAND BOMBS 


DROPPED BY R.A.F. 

The Royal Air Force have been com- 
pletely successful in preventing any large 
body of the enemv from approaching any- 
where near Peshawar. In one day last 
week they dropped over six thousand bombs 
in the gullies and nullahs outside Pesha- 
war. These bombs were small, and par- 
ticularly suited for such employment. 

Not more than three hundred tribesmen 
all told have been able to approach the 
town, and that only by creeping along the 
nullahs and ditches which are so plentiful 
in the immediate surroundings.

The Government of Bombay received 
urgent information this morning that the 
wave of extreme lawlessness which 
originated at Sukkur last week is now 
rapidly spreading to the surrounding 
villages. Alarming reports have been 
received of looting, dacoities and worse. 

All the available troops in Karachi have 
been .ent to the affected district, where, 
divided into platoons, they are bein 
guided by people familiar with the loca 
topography to the places where their 
presence is required, 

The breach in the railway makes the 
transport of additional reinforcements 
from Quetta impossible. Sukkur itself is 
now reported to be comparatively quiet.

Jayakar (who undertook the mission to 
the Congress leaders to bring aout the 
return of peaceful conditions in the 
country) are leaving Bombay for Poona 
to-night. 

The extremists in the Congress camp at 

Poona are at present refraining from any 
demonstration against the peace move, in 
spite of the fact that they have recently 
been urging the people to have nothing to 
do with such a move. 
' Of the seventy-six mills in Bombay 
which were working until the start of the 
civil disobedience campaign, twelve have 
now closed and about twelve more contem- 
plate closing this week. All but two of 
those already closed are Indian-managed. 

The Congress proposes to begin on Sun- 
day what is called a ‘‘ Labour Week ”’ 
among the working classes, which is 
viewed by the mill-owners with misgiving 
as likely to complicate the situation 
further. The Congress idea appears to be 
to form a federation of all existing labour 
unions, to be supervised by a special com- 
mittee of the Congress.

MADRAS BARRACK 
SHOOTING INCIDENT.

MADRAS, Monday. 

The trial began in the High Court to- 
dey of Private R. Britten, of the Tank 
Corps, who is charged with the murder of 
Lance-Corporal Davis, of the Tank Corps, 
on May 36th. Britten pleaded not guilty. 

The evidence for the prosecution was to 
the effect that Sergeant Norton and 
Private Crawford were returning from 
Lucknow, whither they had escorted a 
prisoner, and handed to the accused man 
two revolvers and some cartridges, with 
one of which, it was alleged, the crime was 
committed. 

Private Briggs said that he had returned 
te barracks with the deceased man, after 
visiting a cinema. When he heard a door 
slammed he turned and saw the accused 
soldier pointing a revolver at the 
corporal’s head, exclaiming, 
“ Now I’ve got you! ’’ The witness added 
that he shouted, but Britten had fired, 
and Davis rolled in a heap on the floor.

NON-PROSPEOTUS COMPANIES. 

Referring to non;prospeetive companies, 
the report states :—+‘‘ There has Jately been 
a misuse of the facilities’ whereby a com- 
pany can make a market in its shares 
without having issued á prospectus, “The 
Committee’s requirements have been 
revised, and companies which have no 
record and have,.not issued at least two 
annual reports and accounts will have to 
publish in a press advertisement “more 
information than would be necessary in a 
‘prospectus. . 

UNDERWRITING. 

Dealing with underwriting agreements, 
the Committee states that it is practically 
impossible to frame effective and workable 
regulations which'would act as an efficient 
bar to undesirable. underwriting, and at 
the same time leave. unfettered that which 
is beyond reproach. The Committee 
will. take “certain steps if under- 
writing prove to be unsatisfactory, 
and a new requirement is that full details 
must be published of any company acting 
as promoter. The Committee will have 
power to had or withdraw permission 
to deal in the case. of a company which 
fails to publish a statutory. or. annual 
report within the prescribed period, or in 
the case of-serious default by underwriters 
or sub-underwriters. 


VENDORS’ SHARES. 

With regard to vendors’ shares the 
report states that, in the Committee's 
opinion, the reinstatement of the rule by

RELIGION IN 
RUSSIA. 


PUNISHABLE. 


, MANY DEPRIVED OF 
ELECTIVE RIGHTS. 


——— 


Translations from extracts of the legisla- 
‘tion and decrées governing religion in 
Russia were issued as a White Paper 
yesterday. 

Under the criminal code it is provided 
that the teaching of religious belief to 
young children and persons under age in 
State or private sluoatienal establish- 
ments and schools, or violation of the 
regulations on this subject, is punishable 
with compulsory labour for a period not 
exceeding one year. 

The commission of acts of deceit, with 
‘the. object of encouraging superstition 
among the masses of the population, and 
with a view to deriving profit of any kind 
therefrom, is punishable with, compulsory 


with partial confiscation of. property or a 
fine not exceding five hundred roubles. — 
. ENFORCED COLLEOGTIONS. - 
The enforced collection of conttibutions 
on behalf of ecclesiastical or, religious 

ups, is punishable with gompulsory 
abour for a period not arene six 
months or a fine not exceéding three 
hundred roubles. i 
The assumption by religions or ecclesias- 
tical organisations of administrative, 
judicial or. other functiogs appertainin 
to public law and of the fen of jndicia 
persons, is punishable With compulsory 
ft for a period pot exceeding six 
months or a fine not exceeding “three 
hundred roubles. 

The performance in the buildings of 
State or public institutions, and under- 
takings. of religious ceremonies, or the 
installation in such institutions and under- 
takings of any form of religious representa- 
tion (e.g., picture) is punishable with 
compulsory labour for operas not exceed- 
ing three months or a fine not exceeding 
three hundred roubles. 

The prevention of the performance of 
any religious ceremony, provided it does 
not violate public order and is not accom- 
panied by any infringement of the rights 
of citizens, is punishablé with compulsory 
labour for a period not exceeding six 


months. ' 
ELECTIVE RIGHTS. 

Very strict rules aye set out as to the 
elective rights of pefsons associated with 
religious organisations. Those not deprived 
of such rights are persons hired or elected 
for employment in/the economic adminis- 
tration or technica] service of the buildings 
of religious cults, such as watchmen, 
cleaners, bellringers, singers, etc., as also 
members of church councils, provided that 
those persons are not deprived of their 
elective rights by other articles of the con- 
stitution of the allied republics. 

Those deprived of elective rights are 
servants of religious cults of all religions 
and persuasions, such as monks, lay 
brothers ahd sisters, priests, deacons, 
psalmists,, mullahs, muezzins, rabbis; bis 
kazis, canfors, shamanists, Baksis, Roman 
Catholic clergy, pastors, readers and 
persons with other names, who carry out 
similar duties independently, or whether 
they receive a salary for the execution of 
those duties.

EJECTED BY FORCE. 

Mr. Malovemoff declared also that the com- 
pany was ejected by armed force from certain 
areas to ‘which the concession agreement 
applied, and where there was marble. 

‘We said that we had exclusive rights to 
mine this marble,’’ Mr. Malozemoff said, 
‘‘ but the Government said that they wanted 
\it for commercial ‘purposes.”’ ' 

Dr. Idelson—The right of the Government 
to exclude Lena was not, clear—if there was 
a right at all, The Government itself 
admitted that.

“ For considerable periods we had to stop 
our production : because of the shortage of 
coal. There were instances when, in order to 
produce, .we had to buy coke in England 
and ship this coke to Russia. It may sound 
ridiculous, but it was the fact. I remember 
very clearly one shipment of three thousand 
tons. The Russian Government refused to 
sell us coal of good quality. 

Evidence was then given by Mr. Malozemoff 
regarding the allegation in the company’s 
statement of claim that the Soviet Govern- 
ment prevented Lena from securing supplies 
of raw materials, food, clothing, and other 
goods, which was contrary to articles in the 
concession agreement. 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day.

secured by Mrs. Lewis in 1929. 

The order was suspended for fourteen days 
to give Mr. Lewis an opportunity of paying.

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AN INTERNATIONAL 
AGREEMENT. 


From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

The new International Nitrate Agreement 
between the synthetic and Chilean nitrate 
producers has been concluded provisionally 
for one year, and during this period the 
negotiations will be continued in order to 
make the contract binding for a longer 
period. 

The purpose of the present agreement is 
to cut down production in the various 
countries to the actual reguirements and to 
eliminate all competition, thus enabling the 
producers to offer the product to agricul- 
turists at cheap prices. e new convention 
comprises ninety-eight per cent. of all 
European nitrate producers, and, together 
with the Chilean nitrate industry, controls 
eighty per cent. of the world production. 
The present production of nitrate suffices to 
meet .the requirements of agriculture, and 
consequently no new factories are necessary. 

The European and Chilean industry will 
make contributions to a fund, out of which 
compensation will be paid to members of the 
convention who suffer losses by the curtail- 
ment of production. The convention further 
provides that nitrate ‘prices will not be in- 
creased over last year’s prices.

LICENSED BULLS. 

In regard to the number of licensed bulls 
in the country, there were submitted at the 
spring inspections this year 14,026 bulls. Of 
this number 7,655 were licensed and 6.371 
rejected. Never since the Live Stock Breed- 
ing Act came into ration in 1925 had so 
many bulls been sent for inspection or passed 
for EC TN i bh ae: 

The hi percentage of rejections . 
spring á due to the higher standard of 
merit set by the Inspectors of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

In the spring of 1929 11,239 bulls were 
inspected, and of these 6,274 were passed 
and 5,015 rejected. At the autumn inspec- 
tion of 1929 the number of bulls put forward 
for inspection was 4,238. Of these 2,404 
were passed and 1,834 rejected. 

_ The standard of bulls seen at these inspec- 
tions has shown a steady improvement during 
the past five years, but there are still to be 
found throughout the country far too many 
inferior bulls, which are unsuitable for stock- 
breeding and hardly good enough even for 
conversion into bullocks. 

NO SHORTAGE. 

What is needed really is that farmers 
should exercise greater care in the selection 
of bull calves intended for breeding purposes. 
There ‘is no shortage of good cows and bulls 
from which good licensed animals may be

bred. 

On the whole, fhe general standard of 
merit is going up, and it is being raised 
steadily and slowly—in a manner least likely 
to create any hardship. 

BOARS TO BE LICENSED. 

As from the 1st October next boars will 
come under the Live Stock Breeding Act. 
All boars farrowad before the 30th June this 
year must be inspected in October. This 
section will be administered in the same way 
as that for bulls, except that there will be 
four inspections in the vear.
